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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 45-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 45, lines 14-15, the phrase "said thumb positioning section and said 
thumb rest section are each comprised of a different material" is indefinite, since 
the claim sets forth a "thumb positioning section comprising a thumb rest section", 
such that the thumb rest section is a portion of the thumb positioning section; so it 
is confusing to claim the two different materials in this way, since one portion of 
the thumb positioning section is a subset of the other. It is suggested that the 
language of this phrase be changed to read something to the effect of — said thumb 
positioning section and said thumb rest section being are each comprised of a 
different material than the rest of the thumb positioning section -, for clarity. 

This same issue exists in claim 55, as well. It is suggested that the phrase 
"said thumb positioning section and said thumb rest section are each comprised a 
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different material" be changed to read something to the effect of - said thumb 
positioning section and said thumb rest section are each comprised of a different 
material than the rest of the thumb positioning section -, for clarity. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 45-63 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
